"HE Eſtates of Parliament now conveened, taking to 
their conſideration the great number of indigent and 
\ and diſtreſſed perſons inthe ſeverall places of the 
SEX 9 Kingdome, and that they are expoſed to great miſery, 
Ws through the want of a generall and orderly way of 
&g <ntertainment,to the ſhame and reproach of ourChri- 
ſtian profeſſion, which obliges us to the releife of our 
poore brethren, as being members of rhe ſame body. 
- Therefore, for remedy hereof, the Eſtates hath thought meer to or- 
dain, that every Paroch and Presbytery ſhall be bound to entertaine 
their own native poor in manner following. ; 

Thar there ſhall be rwice in the year, at the firſt of December, and the 
firſt of Zune taken up in everyParoch in Burgh orLand,and Presbytery, 
Aliſt of the poore within the ſeverall bounds yreſpei#ive : Ar which 
time there ſhall bealſo a ſolemn intimarion to the Paroch, and a defig-

nation and expreflion by .che contributers wit they will give 
et _ or vieualtforg volugtary and charitable comriban? 
in every Paroch, for the.entertainmeat of theſe poore people , inrothe 
number whereof there ſhall. be no perſon received., who ace ; 
and able by the labour of cheirhands to win their own livings,amhicy 
rimethe Miniſter and Elderof the Pariſhes, or ſuch as they (lll depye 
ondey whom they will give power for that effe&, ſhall meer. wih the 
resbytery, to the effect they may comparethe burden of thepogge of 
every Paroch, andif the common good and werkly contributing , ang 
thar yearly benevolence, will not be ſufficient ro fncertain thele pov 
caple given. up and lifted as ſaid is 5 Then inthat.cale , the Eſtue, of

miſfioners , having power from the Councell or Committee if, 
ſtares as {aid is ,the ſame ſhall be ſubdivided andſtented on the Heretors 
and others by the Elders andDeacons of every Paroch reſpe&ive, with as 
much equality as is poſſible , wherein they are to have ſpeciall regard 
eo lay the greater propoition on rheſeMaſters that deale rigmoufly with 
Tennents, and thereby impoveriſh and put them to beggury, and to 
deale the more favourably with theſe Maſters who endeavour to main- 
tain their Tennants, and deals charicably with them ; and in diſtribuing 
of the alms, ſpecial regard is to be had to the pious , and diſtin&ion to 
be made berwixt ſuch, and the profane deboiſt or drunken ſort. Andir 
is declared that Magiſtrates and Councel of Burghs have hereby power 
ro ſtent within themſelves. And the Eſtates of Parliament ordains ge-

"The Eſtates of Parliament furrher ardains the Elders of every P- 


roch- to take notice of theſe who being able to work or wintheit livings, 
give themſelves to a trade of begging , which perſons , che Riders ar 
hereby warranted to apprehend and to put them upon imploymens, 
whereby checountry may be ealed of an unprofitable burden,and win

induſtry maintained through the Land; Hereby ordaining that none be 
ſuffered to beg from houſe to houſe under pain of impriſonment, and 0- 
ther puniſhments contained in the former Acts of Parliam. And becauſe 
the forerunning of vagabands and ſturdy beggars, doth hinder theex- 
reffions of charity toward thoſe that aretruly indigent. Theretore it is 
ordained that none ſupply or reſet theſe vagabands,fturdy beggars whe- 
ther men or women under the pain of five pounds 70ties quotes , to be 
paid by the congaveener towards maintenance of the poor, andeach 
neighbour is hereby commanded to help one another,in caſe ſuchſturdy 
beggars ſhould offer to enter into their houſes againſt cheir will,and the 
ſaid beggars being apprehended by the Heretors or others, being enqui- 
red where they dwell,or where they were born. T heHeretors hereby are 
ordained to take them to the next adjacent Judge, or his Deputes, they 
being found in Landward by theSheriff,co be convoyed to the nextShe- 
riff,and being found in the town, to be convoyed from Burgh ro Burgh, 
who are her. by ordained to receive them , and convey them from one 
Burgh orShireto another,until they be broughtro the place where they 
were born, which Pai1ſh ſhal be obliged to receive and entertain them as 
one of their own, with the reſt ofthe poor of theParoch,and in caſethey 
be found able ro work, the ſaid Paroch ſhall furniſh them employment, 
and keepthem on work, fo as they may be an{werable for them, to the 
effect they may not be permitted to wander ove: the Kingdom , as be- 
fore; And if any Sheriff or Magiſtrate of Burgh refuſe ro receive them 
and take them off their hands who preſents them. The ſaid Sheriffor 
Magiſtrate ſhall be ſuſpended from his office by the Councell or Com- 
mittee of Eſtates, and pay the ſumme of 40. 1. and for the third fault 
ſball loſe their offices and Priviledges during their life time , and when 
they come to the place of their alleadged nativity , it they cannot clear 
their birch rhere , that they be reckoned amongſt the ſupernumerary 
following. 

Like as the Eſtates gives hereby power to any of his Majeſties ſub- 
jets totake and apprehend ſuch idle and ſturdy beggars, and to employ 
them or diſpoſe of them to others to be imployed in work for their 
meat and<cloath allanerly. And for the betterexecuting of this foreſaid 
A at one time throughout al theKingdom,they ordain the ſame to be- 
gin in all parts of the Kingdom upon the firſt of Augnſ# nextto come, 
& from thence forward to be duely proſecuted, untill the ſame take due 
effet, With power to theCouncel or Committee of Eſtates,in caſe any 
impediment interveen to appoint a new day to this purpoſe, as they thal 
think expedient. And ifany that are aged, lame, blind, and weak, cannot 
condiſcend upon the Paroch where they were born , (as being the off- 
ſpring of ſuch beggars as never had a conſtant reſidence) theſe are ro be 
kept amongſt the poor of that Presbytery where they are apprehended, 
untill a liſt of their names be ſent unto Councell or Committee of E- 
ſtates, who are to have power to divide and proportion theſe ſupernu- 
meraries, amongſt {uch Presbyteries and Shires in the Kingdome, as 
have leaſt burden, and are moſt able ro bear them. 
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Likeas the Parliament recommends to the Generall Aſemh} or 
their Commiſſionersto propone ſuch Overtures as may repreſſe the 
{candalous and Godleſs behaviour of theſe lewd Vagabonds, who jj. 
therto hath been liable ro no good order of Diſcipline,and to the eſe 
this AQ may be put in execution, Ir is Ordained and required thy, 
every Presbyteric make account of their diligence herein to the ſyb(e. 
quent Synods and the Provinciall Synods to the Generall Aſembly. 
And in caſe it ſhall happen through the Providence of God, that any 
chrough burning, Ship-wrack, devaſtation, or any ſuch like accigen 
fall into diſtreſle or poverty. Itis Ordained, that theſe having (y(g_ 
cient Teſtimonial and recommendation from the Presbyterieto which 
they belong, they ſhall havethe ſupply of a voluntary charity of the(e 
places next adjacent tothem,, or ſuch other places as the Counſellor 
Committee of Eſtates ſhall think fit.

Work of Reformation therein, to the utmoſt of their power; And con- 
fidering that Parronages, and Preſentations of Kitks , is an evill 
and bondage, under which the Lords people and Miniſters of this land 
have long groaned , and thart it hath no warrant in Gods word , but is 
founded onely on the common law , and is a cuſtome Popiſh , and 
brought into the Kirk in titne of ignorance and ſuperſtition , And that 
the ſame is contrary tothe ſecond book of Diſcipline, in which upon 
ſolid and good ground, it is reckoned among abuſes thatare deſired to 

| be reformed, and unto ſeverall Acts of Generall Aſſembly , And that 
it is preJudiciall ro the liberty of the people, and planting of Kirks, and 
unto the free calling and entrie of Miniſters unto their charge.
